1999 .  follow- 
ing an  extended  illness.  I  personally  benefited  from  his 
support  and  counsel,  and  will  deeply  miss  his  leiidership. 
courage,  and  fellowship.  The  College  has  lost  a  strong  alumnus  and 
true  friend.  1  was  honored  to  speak  at  Clint's  funeral,  and  would  like 
to  utilize  this  opportunity  to  share  those  remarks  with  our  wider 
community  of  alumni. 

I  was  honored  when  Sandra  (Dr.  Wilson's  daughter)  asked 
me  to  speak  today.  It  was  Monday  last,  and  since  then  I  have 
struggled  with  what  to  say  or  what  remembrances  to  share  with 
this  community  of  friends  and  family.  When  1  asked  Sandra  for 
advice,  she  said  to  speak  from  the  heart.  I  will  try.  In  part  this 
is  difficult  because  I  did  not  know  Clint  for  very  long.  In  truth, 
I  was  a  recent  friend. 

Of  course  I  knew  him  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  I  arrived  at  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  in 
1982.  In  fact,  I  remember  Clint  vividly  on  my  first  visit  when 
I  was  candidating  for  the  position  of  Dean.  We  sat  next  to  eacli 
other  one  evening  at  dinner.  His  affable,  considerate  manner 
quickly  put  me  at  ease,  and  made  that  evening  more  comfort- 
able than  It  could  have  been  under  the  circumstances. 

Over  the  years  there  were  numerous  interactions  with 
Clint,  both  social  and  business;  his  calm  temperament  and 
friendly  nature  always  marked  such  occasions.  But  I  did  not 
come  to  know  Clint  well  until  he  became  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  1997. 

In  retrospect,  its  remarkable  how  our  friendship  grew  in 
such  a  short  period  of  time.  However,  it  had  all  the  ingredients 
for  success  —  we  enjoyed  each  other's  company,  we  respected 
each  other's  judgment,  and  neither  of  us  were  particularly  good 
at  golf  That's  important  —  competition  should  not  enter  into 
a  relationship  too  early. 

When  Clint  first  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  summer  of  1997,  he  persuaded  me  to  attend  a 
conference,  a  workshop  for  new  Board  Chairmen  and  College 
Presidents.  I  didn't  particularly  want  to  go,  even  it  it  was  in 
Aspen,  Colorado,  but  he  was  insistent. 

We  encountered  some  difficulty  in  leaving  Boston.  The 
flight  to  Denver  was  overbooked,  and  for  some  reason  Clint's 
reservation  and  seat  assignment  had  not  been  confirmed  even 
though  both  his  and  mine  were  booked  through  the  same 
agent.  In  fact  it  looked  like  he  would  not  get  on  the  flight. 
As  it  turned  out,  he  was  bumped  into  first  class,  and  I  traveled 
in  coach  as  planned.  Somewhere  between  Boston  and  Denver  at 
35,000  feet  I  saw  Clint  advancing  from  the  front  cabin.  What 
could  he  want'-'  He  approached  and  offered  me  mixed  nuts  from 
a  small  china  bowl.  He  guessed,  quite  correctly,  that  we  had 
but  salted  peanuts  in  the  rear.  With  a  twinkle  he  recited  the 
menu  and  wine  list  available  forward,  and  offered  his  regrets 
that  we  could  not  fly  'first'  together,  a  bit  tongue  in  cheek. 


I  believe.  You  have  been  told  that  Clint  was  a  generous  man; 
do  not  be  misled,  he  took  the  mixed  nuts  back  with  him.  I 
immediately  Hked  his  style  —  humor  mixed  with  a  subtle  dash 
of  concern.  I  knew  that  our  friendship  would  grow. 

Another  important  side  of  Clint  was  revealed  during  that 
trip.  He  was  careful  and  attentive  to  the  task  at  hand.  He 
prepared  and  participated  fully  in  the  meetings.  It  became 
obvious  that  Clint  was  intent  on  benefiting  from  the  conference's 
content.  His  goal  was  to  become  a  competent,  contributing 
Chairman  of  our  Board.  He  returned  to  implement  a  number  of 
changes:  improving  our  Board's  governance  structure,  strength- 
ening the  relationship  between  Board  Chair  and  President,  and 
setting  meaningful,  deliberate  goals  for  himself  As  a  result,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry- 
have  benefited  from  the  dedication  and  values  infused  by  his 
work. 

Liist  April  we  traveled  together  to  Cliina  as  part  of  a 
People-to-People  delegation  visiting  program  with  which  we 
have  entered  into  partnership  to  further  the  development  of 
optometry  in  China.  Clint  was  a  vital  member  of  that  delegation. 
By  tliat  time  Clint  had  already  begun  the  battle  with  cancer,  a 
battle  that  would  ultimately  be  lost.  But  Clint  did  not  let  his 
personal  struggle  interfere  with  his  participation  or  his  passion 
for  this  trip.  It  was  a  journey  of  a  lifetime,  a  journey  in  which 
he  would  combine  his  dedication  to  optometry  and  his  love 
of  travel. 

On  our  last 
evening  in  Hong 
Kong,  after  a  boun- 
tiful dinner  set  at  a 
table  filled  with 
memorable  fellow- 
ship, we  descended 
from  the  restaurant 
in  a  glass  enclosed 
elevator  Midway  in 
our  descent,  Clint 
broke  into  song  — 
I  don't  remember 
the  tune,  some 
familiar  song  like 
'You  are  My  Sunshine'  or  'Old  Mill  Stream'  —  being  a  popular 
melody  others  in  our  party  joined  in.  The  elevator  stopped  at 
an  intermediate  floor,  and  several  quite  bewildered  Chinese 
(whom  I  am  quite  sure  had  planned  originally  to  travel  to  the 
ground  floor)  bolted  from  the  elevator  Meaningful  cultural 
exchange  would  have  to  wait  until  another  day;  but  Clint  was 
filled  with  joy  that  evening,  and  he  was  going  to  share  it  with 
the  world. 

But  the  greatest  lesson  of  life  that  I  would  learn  from 
Clint,  occurred  over  the  succeeding  months  following  our 
return.  Whenever  the  time  and  wherever  the  place  —  breakfast

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and  lunch  meetings.  Board  of  Trustee  meetings,  rounds  of 
golf,  and  visits  in  the  hospital  —  his  focus  was  always  on 
others,  his  family,  his  friends,  or  his  college,  not  on  his  own 
travails.  Throughout  these  months,  he  exhibited  remarkable 
courage.  Courage  that  produced  hope,  and  courage  that  sus- 
tained life.  Do  not  be  mistaken,  Clint  Wilson  did  not  retreat 
from  nor  was  he  afraid  of  death. 

In  the  chronology  of  life,  I  am  one  of  his  more  recent 
friends;  one  whose  name  appears  late  on  a  long  list,  I  am 
quite  sure,  of  friends  assembled  over  his  lifetime.  But  I  am 
thankful  that  God  directed  our  paths  to  cross.  In  this  brief 
time,  I  found  a  friend  who  was  respectful  of  my  own  dilem- 
mas and  needs,  and  a  counselor  who  helped  me  to  be  more 
intentional  in  my  role  as  President  and  in  life  in  general. 

Clint  Wilson  is  a  man  who  has  touched  my  life,  and  I 
am  sure,  has  touched  everyone  here  in  a  meaningfial  way  as 
well.  I  look  forward  to  tomorrow,  for  once  again  I  will  be 
able  to  reflect  on  the  lessons  exhibited  by  Clint  Wilson's 
action  and  deed.  I  look  forward  to  embracing  those  values  of 
duty,  professional  obligation,  and  loyalty  to  family  which  are 
embodied  in  the  memory  of  Clint  Wilson.  I  look  forward  to 
receiving  and  experiencing  the  joys  in  life  which  are  so  nec- 
essarily balanced  by  life's  tragedies. 

I  end  as  I  begun,  struggling  to  do  honor  to  a  friend.  Let 
it  be  suffice  to  say  that  I  loved  Clint  Wilson  and  I  will  miss 
him.  His  lessons  will  not  be  lost.  I  will  travel  my  life's  own 
path  with  clearer  perspective  and  stronger  spirit.  And  with 
God's  help,  we  all  will.

The  recent  sad  loss  of  Clinton  Wilson  '43,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  announcement  by  President  Larry 
Clausen  of  his  resignation,  effective  at  the  end  of  this  year;

has  made  impressive  contributions  to  the  growth  of  the 
College,  and  each  in  their  own  way  connected  with  many  of 
us  as  colleagues,  teachers  and  sometimes,  as  friends. 

Although  I  did  not  know  Clint,  I  understand  he  was  a 
committed  alumnus  for  over  fifty  years,  beginning  with  his 
work  on  Scope,  a  former  College  magazine,  and  culminating 
with  his  Chairing  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1997. 

Larry  Clausen  candidly  shared  his  thoughts  with  us  at 
the  last  alumni  board  meeting.  He  feels  it  is  time  for  a  new 
person  to  map  out  a  vision,  to  bring  fotirth  new  ideas  and 
vigor  to  the  plate.  It  is  obvious  to  anyone  who  has  visited 
the  College,  that  it  has  been  transformed  under  Larry's  lead- 
ership. The  international  programs  and  granted  research 
were  mere  dreams  ten  years  ago.  The  College  campus  itself 
is  almost  unrecognizable.  From  the  gorgeous  new  library 
which  has  gone  electronic  (including  loaner  lap  tops)  to  the 
"internet  cafe"  where  you  can  get  hot  meals  and  Starbucks 
coffee  while  you  surf  the  web! 

Is  this  the  same  institution  that  granted  our  degrees? 
No  more  construction?  No  more  hiking  to  the  fourth  floor 
tor  lectures,  no  more  vending  machines  with  those  wonder- 
ful sandwiches.  Imagine  carpeted  classrooms  with  stadium 
seating?

New  talent  will  surely  emerge  and  flower 
as  a  stronger  than  ever  College  marches  into  the  21st  century.

We 
have  four  new  members  Gary  Chu  '95,  Marcia  Green  '74, 
Paulette  Turco  '77,  and  Stacy  Lyons  '88.  There  is  now  a 
New  Initiatives  Committee  headed  by  Janis  Cotter  '85, 
she'll  probably  have  us  all  biking  or  hiking  across  the  state. 
Seriously,  we  now  have  alumni  representatives  from  the  past 
six  decades  and  one  from  Canada.  We  want  to  be  responsive 
to  you — we'd  love  your  input. 

I  hope  to  see  many  of  you  at  NECO  April  22-25th. 
Hope  you  can  join  us  for  the  Presidential  Reception 
Saturday  night,  April  24,  where  we  can  congratulate  the 
new  President  of  NECO,  Steve  Byrnes  '77,  arguably  one  of 
our  most  comedic  alumnae.

Larry  R.  Clausen,  O.D.,  Ed.D.,  has  announced  that  he  will  step 
down  as  President  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  at 
the  end  of  this  year. 

Dr  Clausen  became  the  fourth  president  of  the  College  in  1990 
after  having  served  as  interim  president  from  1989,  and  as  academic 
dean  of  the  College  from  1982  until  1989- 

Clinton  Wilson  '43,  O.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
remarked  at  tine  December  Trustee  meeting  that  "Dr.  Clausen  has 
provided  strong  leadership  and  strategic  direction  for  almost  ten 
years.  His  leadership  has  transformed  our  College  into  one  of  the 
preeminent  optometry  schools  in  the  nation. "  In  1991,  following  a 
year  of  comprehensive  assessment  and  planning.  Dr.  Clausen,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  charted  a  course  for 
unprecedented  growth  at  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 
In  the  past  eight  years,  the  College  has  invested  more  than  S9  mil- 
lion in  the  renovation  and  restoration  of  its  Boston  campus; 
increased  its  endowment  from  $1  to  $10  million;  grown  its  sponsored  research  commitments  from  a  few 
thousand  dollars  to  more  than  $5  million;  and  has  expanded  and  strengthened  its  clinical  externship  and  resi- 
dency programs  to  the  point  where  they  now  stand  among  the  largest  and  most  diverse  educational  networks 
m  the  nation. 

During  the  last  decade  the  College  has  also  become  a  world  leader  in  the  delivery  of  optometric  education 
abroad.  Educational  programs  for  students  and  practitioners  have  been  implemented  in  the  People's  Republic 
of  China,  South  Africa,  Italy,  Spain,  and  France.  In  addition.  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  enrolls 
a  greater  number  of  Canadian  and  other  international  students  in  its  traditional  programs  than  any  other 
school  of  optometry  in  the  nation. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  College  community,  Dr  Clausen  noted  that  "We  are  now  engaged  in  a  long-range 
planning  process,  defining  goals  that  will  take  us  well  into  the  next  century.  This  provides  the  ideal  opportu- 
nity for  the  definition  and  selection  of  new  presidential  leadership  consistent  with  that  plan." 

The  Board  ot  Tmstees  appointed  a  presidential  search  and  selection  committee  in  January.  This  committee, 
which  is  chaired  by  Lester  Brackley  '68,  O.D.,  should  complete  its  task  by  the  end  of  August  1999.

Renaissance  on  Beacon  Street 

The  College  has  completed  a  $5.6  million  renovation  and 
construction  project  at  420  Beacon  Street.  The  completion  of 
the  project  marks  the  conclusion  of  the  College's  Compre- 
hensive Master  Plan  initiated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
1991  and  revised  in  1994.  The  plan  sought  to  upgrade  the 
existing  physical  plant  of  the  College  over  an  extended  period. 

The  decade  long  renovation  and  construction  project  has 
restored  the  original  turn-of-the-century  elegance  to  the 
College's  Beacon  Street  campus,  while  redesigning  the  space 
to  incorporate  new  research  laboratories,  faculty  and  admin- 
istrative offices,  a  fully  equipped  dining  facility  and  the  new 
library. 

Implemenration  of  the  plan  combined  the  talents  of  the 
three  primary  directors  of  the  project;  architect  and  Trustee 
Francis  L.  DiMella,  President  Larry  R.  Clausen,  and  Vice 
President  for  Administration,  Terrance  B.  Neylon. 

Earlier  renovation  phases  beginning  in  1992,  modern- 
ized and  renewed  the  vitality  to  424  Beacon  Street.  At  a  cost 
of  $4  million,  the  initial  phase  provided  the  essential  infra- 
structure for  future  projects.  This  phase  rebuilt  classrooms, 
laboratories  and  offices. 

The  size  and  scope  of  the  final  phase  of  the  project  was 
by  far  the  most  ambitious  and  costly.  The  project  would 
combine  four  of  the  six  Beacon  Street  properties  into  a  single 
address.  The  greatest  share  of  the  construction  took  place  in 
the  Sears  Mansion  (420  Beacon  Street),  adding  on  an  entire 
new  structure  to  the  rear  of  418  and  420  Beacon  Street  to 


house  the  College's  new  library  and  adjacent  to  it,  an  alumni 
courtyard.  The  courtyard,  a  cozy  garden,  features  the  alumni 
commemorative  brick  wall,  embedded  with  original  arches 
from  178  Newbury  Street  (site  of  the  College  from  1948  To 
1971). 

In  addirion  to  the  new  construction,  the  project  includ- 
ed the  complete  historical  restoration  of  the  Sears  residence 
to  reflect  the  original  extraordinary  detail  and  uniqueness  of 
the  building. 

The  new  Beacon  Street  campus  is  testament  to  the  com- 
mitment on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  greater 
College  community  to  provide  future  generations  of  students 
the  necessary  facilities  to  fiilfill  its  program  needs.  The  result: 
a  state-of-the-art  educational  center  for  the  21st  century 
which  has  retained  the  rich  architectural  heritage  of  the 
19th  century.

A  Walking  Tour  Through  the  New 
Library

The  newly  restored  and  renovated  library  space  serves  as  a 
tangible  metaphor  for  what  the  College  hopes  to  provide  for 
its  faculty,  staff,  students,  and  alumni:  heritage  and  knowl- 
edge, tools  for  the  future. 

The  Garden  Level 

The  majority  of  library  services:  circulation,  reference  area, 
and  Collections  room  are  located  on  the  ground  floor  which 
once  housed  a  kitchen,  laundry,  and  servant's  quarters. 
This  floor  also  includes  the 
library's  main  reading  room 
and  two  group  study  rooms. 
The  reading  room  area 
featuring  the  recent  journal 
collection  was  once  the  site  of 
the  family's  carriage  house, 
and  window  treatments  are 
designed  to  simulate  the  great 
doors.  A  garden  area  and  a  view 
of  the  Charles  River  can  be  seen 


Reading  Roo"" 
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from  soft  seating  in  the  reading  room.  The  majority  of 
the  collections  are  housed  in  compact  shelving,  which  has 
proven  to  be  a  good  solution  for  space  utilization. 

The  library  is  also  home  to  the  Marco  Center  for     • 
Instructional  Technology,  a  student  use  and  instructional 
facility  supported  by  a  grant  from  The  Seymour  R.  Marco 
Family  Foundation.  The  library  is  wired  throughout  for  lap- 
top and  Internet  use.  Laptops  may  be  checked  out  for  use. 
Adjoining  the  libtary  is  the  cafetetia  which  serves  as  an 
extension  to  the  libtary  by  ptoviding  additional  reading 
space  during  afternoon  and  evening  hours.  Students  can  also 
access  nerworked  computers  in  the  area  as  well. 

The  First  Floor 

The  first  floor  is  a  treasure  -  a  lovely  restored  reflection  of  the 
grace  and  opulence  of  yesteryear.  The  former  family  dining 
room  now  serves  as  a  quiet  and  elegant  library  srudy,  com- 
plete with  a  marble  fireplace  and  Japanese  leather  wallpaper 
made  of  embossed  rice  paper.  The  small  room  at  the  rear  of 
the  first  floor,  once  a  butler's  pantry,  now  serves  as  an  alcove 
refuge  for  quiet  study  and  stairway  to  the  library's  collections 
and  services. 

The  library's  historical  collections  study,  with  its  glass 
enclosed  bookshelves,  was  also  a  library  for  former  residents. 
Oldet  volumes  or  Index  Medicus,  the  College  thesis  collec- 
tion, and  historically  important  works  are  housed  here.  The 
room  offers  a  serene  view  of  the  Charles  River,  and  carefully 
restored  appointments,  including  Japanese  leather  wallpaper. 

Just  outside  the  libtary  proper,  the  reception  area  now 
recaptures  the  elegance  of  the  Boston's  gilded  age.  Thirteen 
foot  high  ceilings  and  an  elegant  rotunda  give  the  feeling  of 


gracious  space.  The  decorative  skylight  dome  of  stained  glass 
has  been  restored  to  its  otiginal  btilliance.  Artists  and  artisans 
restored  woodwork  and  marble  areas  and  carved  ceilings. 
Spectroscopic  analysis  was  employed  to  reveal  the  original 
colors  of  wall  coverings,  which  were  meticulously  rejuvenat- 
ed to  their  former  brilliance. 

The  car\'ed  marble  above  the  fireplace  in  the  front  draw- 
ing room,  now  an  elegant  confetence  toom  facility,  continues 
the  pattern  of  cherubim  which  distinguishes  the  exterior 
door  frame  and  the  reception  area.  In  this  room,  leaded  case- 
menr  windows  are  examples  of  Bosron's  famous  lavender 
glass.  The  paneling  is  walnut,  with  oaken  carved  columns. 

Second  and  Third  Floors 

Riverside  rooms  were  once  suites,  complete  with  bath  and 
dressing  rooms.  French  doors  led  to  a  tiled  deck  over  a  but- 
ler's pantry.  The  second  floor  now  houses  the  College's 
Business  and  Alumni  and  Development  Offices.  The  third 
floor,  now  home  to  Research  Facilities  and  Faculty  Offices, 
was  once  servants  quarters. 

The  restored  and  renovated  building  provides  modern 
facilities  enriched  by  a  setting  which  offers  peace  and  ele- 
gance -  a  quiet  oasis  for  learning,  writing,  study,  research, 
and  reflection.

The  Eye  Clinic  at  the  Pine  Street  inn 


The  Eye  Clinic  at  The  Pine  Street  Inn  celebrated  its 
fourth  anniversary  in  March.  Operating  in  conjunction 
with  the  Nurse's  Clinic,  it  is  equipped  and  staffed  by  the 
New  England  Eye  Institute  (NEEI)  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  Since  opening  day,  the  eye  clinic 
has  provided  over  750  complete  eye  examinations,  75 
referrals  for  ophthalmologic  care  at  The  New  England 
Eye  Institute,  and  over  1,100  pairs  of  complimentary  eye 
glasses. 

Full  range  eye  care  is  provided  to  the  guests  of  the 
Inn  at  no  cost  to  either  the  guests  or  the  facility.  The  ser- 
vices provided  include  full  refractive  exam,  complete 

The  Pme  Street  Bh^bi,  Bostoffn,  IMIA. 
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health  assessment  with  a  dilated  fimdus  examination  and 
spectacles,  as  needed. 

Eye  care  was  first  made  available  at  The  Pine  Street 
Inn  in  1994  when  Dr.  Peter  Sheridan  '95,  then  a  fourth 
year  student,  organized  the  College  chapter  of  VOSH  to 
provide  eye  care  on  a  monthly  basis.  These  efforts  were  so 
successftd  that  Dr.  Anthony  Cavallerano  '72,  established 
a  permanent  eye  clinic  and  appointed  Dr.  Bill  Chauncey 
'80,  director. 

Two  afternoons  each  week,  the  clinic  is  staffed  by  Dr. 
Chauncey  and  two  third  year  students.  Each  student  usu- 
ally performs  two  complete  examinations  along  with 
frame  selection  and  dispensing.  The  clinic  at  Pine  Street 
provides  a  unique  experience  for  students  in  their  third 
academic  year  in  that  the  patient  population  is  very  dif- 
ferent from  that  at  the  NEEI  where  third  year  students 
are  most  often  assigned.  There  are  no  routine  patients  at 
this  clinic.  Each  has  his/her  own  significant  personal 
and/or  physical  problems  which  must  be  addressed.  Many 
of  the  patients  have  received  no  eye  care  for  many  years, 
creating  challenges  that  the  students  rarely  experience  at 
NEEI. 

This  service  would  not  be  possible  without  the  assis- 
tance of  two  local  firms.

The 
focus  of  the  workshop  was  on  developing  the  strategic  plan- 
ning, curriculum  design,  and  leadership  skills  which  will  be 
required  of  these  future  leaders  of  optometry  departments  in 
Chinese  medical  universities.

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The  News  on  Laser  Pointers 

Laser  pointers  have  been  in  the  news  recently.  They  are  inex- 
pensive enough  that  children  are  using  them  as  playthings 
and  using  them  to  "tag"  their  friends  and  passers-by.  Are 
they  dangerous  to  your  eyes?  What  can  you  tell  your 
patients  who  ask  you  for  advice? 

Laser  pointers  are  categorized  as  Class  III  devices,  which 
means  they  are  considered  a  marginal  eye  hazard.  Class  I 
devices  are  generally  considered  to  be  safe  for  the  eyes,  while 
Class  rV  devices  represent  a  significant  hazard  for  the  eyes. 
One  needs  more  than  a  glancing  exposure  for  laser  pointers 
to  produce  retinal  damage.  A  recent  case  report  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Ophthalmology  noted  macular  damage 
in  a  patient  who  intentionally  viewed  a  laser  pointer  for  over 
30  seconds.  Some  of  the  experts  in  the  field  indicate  that  one 
should  avoid  exposures  longer  than  ten  seconds.  However, 
anecdotal  evidence  suggests  that  damage  may  occur  for 
shorter  durations. 

Why  is  laser  light  dangerous?  It  is  collimated  light 
which  is  focused  by  the  eye  into  a  spot  smaller  than  the 
diameter  of  a  photoreceptor.  The  light  is  concentrated  over 
1,000,000  fold,  and  results  in  the  lesion  on  the  retina. 

Tell  your  patients  that  Laser  Pointers  are  not  playthings. 
They  should  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
intended,  e.g.  pointing  at  targets  on  a  screen  during  a  lecture.

The  1998  VOSH  trip  to  Merida,  Mexico,  located  in  the 
Yucatan  Peninsula  was  an  exciting  learning  experience  for  26 
students  and  three  faculty  members  from  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  The  trip  took  months  to  plan. 
Preparation  included  fundraising,  screenings,  speaking  and 
writing  to  charity  foundations,  classifying  spectacles,  pre- 
scriptions, and  coordinating  the  trip  details  with  the 
Mexican  government. 

2,400  patients  were  seen  over  a  six  day  period. 
Age  ranges  of  the  patients  were  from  5  years  to  90  years. 
Problems  that  were  commonly  seen  were  uncorrected 

refractive  errors,  acquired  and  congenital 
cataracts,  diabetic  and  hypertensive 
retinopathy,  pterygiums,  and  dry  eye.

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First  Annual  Research  Day: 
A  Success! 

Back  in  October,  the  College  hosted  its  very  first  Research 
Day.  The  primary  goal  of  this  event  was  to  increase  student 
awareness  about  research  at  the  College.  Over  the  years,  the 
College  has  become  the  setting  for  a  wide  variety  of  excellent 
studies  ranging  from  clinically  based  optometric  studies  to 
basic  research  involving  animal  models.  We  currently  draw 
upon  the  resources  of  an  impressive  group  of  clinicians  and 
scientists,  each  well  respected  in  their  field  of  study.  With 
the  development  of  the  Research  Honors  Program  in  recent 
years,  student  involvement  in  research  has  increased  dramati- 
cally. In  1998,  students  and  faculty  collectively  presented  24 
abstracts  at  the  ARVO  meeting  in  Fort  Lauderdale  and  33 
abstracts  at  the  Academy  meeting  in  San  Francisco. 

Research  Day  was  designed  to  provide  members  of  the 
College  research  community  the  opportunity  to  demonstrate 
the  wide  variety  of  topics  being  studied.  Presenters  included 
students,  residents,  and  faculty.  Research  posters  were  dis- 
played throughout  the  day  in  the  Conference  and  Seminar 
rooms.  A  total  of  26  posters  were  presented  on  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  topics,  the  majority  being  recent  productions  (present- 
ed previously  at  either  the  1998  ARVO  or  1997  Academy 
meetings).  Informal  tours  of  College  labs  were  also  conduct- 
ed throughout  the  afternoon  geared  towards  displaying 
potential  research  opportunities  to  students  considering  the 
Honors  Program.  The  day  culminated  with  a  reception  in 
the  Conference  Room  where  all  poster  authors  were  available 
to  discuss  their  work  on  a  one  to  one  basis. 


As  both  students  and  faculty  of  the  College  become  an 
increasingly  visible  presence  at  national  and  international 
research  conferences,  it  is  appropriate  that  we  make  our 
research  efforts  more  visible  and  accessible  to  each  other  and 
to  the  student  body.  Research  Day  was  successful  at  accom- 
plishing this.  The  student  body  showed  considerable  inter- 
est, especially  the  first  year  students  who  were  curious  about 
the  types  of  research  going  on  in  the  school.  Judging  by  the 
number  of  new  members  in  the  Research  Honors  program 
this  year,  our  event  was  very  effective  at  incre;ising  student 
interest  and  participation  in  research.  We  were  also  successfiil 
in  promoting  more  awareness  among  second  and  third  year 
students,  many  of  whom  were  surprised  to  learn  of  the 
breadth  of  research  topics  being  undertaken.  Given  the  over- 
whelming success  of  Research  Day,  it  is  now  scheduled  to 
become  an  annual  event.  As  more  students  become  involved 
in  rese-arch,  we  look  forward  to  greater  student  attendance  at 
research  conferences,  and  of  course,  more  student  posters  at 
Research  Day.  Be  sure  to  hang  on  to  your  1999  posters  for 
next  year's  Research  Day!

Dr.  David  Smith  '62 

December  28,  1998,  Dr.  David  J.  Smith  '62, 
an  optometrist  in  Portland  Maine,  died  at 
the  age  of  62  following  a  long  illness.  He 
completed  his  undergraduate  degree  at 
Providence  College  and  obtained  his  O.D.  at 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  in 
1962.
